His desire to entertain, 
denied for so long, spilled forth in a spirited monologue that 
encapsulated his gifts as a performer. He held the audience by a 
string and with a verbal flick of his wrist, caused the fans to rise up 
and down, cheer and boo, laugh and scream. 

It was also an emphatic “Up Yours” directed toward his former employ- 
ers, whose mismanagement and lack of desire to showcase the talented 
athlete caused him to spurn a more lucrative offer for the greener pasture of 
“opportunity in the World Wrestling Federation. 
| Chris Jericho returned to the backstage area of the Allstate Arena in Chicago, 
Oe Illinois, following his debut on Raw Is War this past August with an incredible 
Ces look of satisfaction on his face. Seeing the adrenaline rush he was feeling, | asked 

Sais Chris to put into words the emotions that he was going through. 
“Incredible! [Signing with the Federation] was all about this—the creative expression. 

It wasn't about the money,” he effused. 

Much more than mere words make a gifted performer. For Chris Jericho, there’s also incredible 


ring skill. One comment that has always been heard is the comparison between Jericho and 


% 
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Shawn Michaels. Likening Chris Jericho to one of the 
greatest Federation Superstars of all time is high praise. 
During the negotiations, Jericho heard that Federation 
officials didn’t want him to reach the level of Shawn 
Michaels; rather, they wanted him to exceed it. They did 
not want “another Shawn Michaels”; they wanted Chris 
Jericho. Now that the Federation has him, what can fans 
expect from the man who was introduced via the “Count 
down to the Millennium” in the new millennium? Will the 
road to the top be paved as easily as was his debut? Or 
will his desire to rule the roost of the Federation get 
squashed just as The Rock did verbally on that fateful 
night? There are some trends that Jericho may want to 


follow. While there is no book entitled The Key to Success 


in the Federation, there have been some recent chapters 
written that the “Ayatollah of Rock ‘n’ Roll-a” should pay 
attention to. 

First of all, athletes who show no limit to the bound- 
aries that once existed today punctuate the Federation. 
The concept of “good versus evil” is passé. Jericho has 
proven that he lives by this philosophy as he got in The 
Rock’s business first and then the Undertaker the follow- 
ing week. He is truly a product of the modern age of 
sports-entertainment, despite his “old school” training in 
Calgary, Alberta, with the Hart family. 

Will Jericho have to consider the principle of “Strength 
in Numbers” next? Look at all those individuals who 
prospered when solo became duo or more. Despite the 
oft-asked questions, | wouldn't look for Chris Jericho 
to take up residence within DX. In fact, would anyone 
be shocked to see Jericho go after X-Pac, Road Dogg or 
even Kane? 

In my opinion, that adds to the intrigue of Chris Jericho. 
His course will be unpredictable. One week he could 
battle Stone Cold Steve Austin, Triple H, D’Lo Brown, 
Al Snow, Undertaker or anyone, for that matter. What 
if your “Party Host” wanted to sit at the announce 
position? Would anyone stop him? As one of the 
announcers myself, | welcome the opportunity to verbally 
spar with the witty and glib superstar. He welcomed us all 
to “Raw Is Jericho” so just how far would he be willing to 
go to make that show his own? 

The one thing key to Jericho’s success here is the 
continuation of his creative freedom and expression. He 
is most happy when he is allowed to put his own stamp 
on what he does. While he is a great listener and a true 
team player, Chris Jericho has some great ideas about 
“Chris Jericho.” With the ability to express himself, there 
are no limits where his character can and will go. 

In Chicago, during Chris’s first real day on the job in 
the Federation, he took in the scene a number of times 
throughout the afternoon. | watched him look about, 
seeing the process leading up to a Raw broadcast unfold. 
It was as if he was pinching himself, making sure that this 
was not a dream. 

The following night in Milwaukee, | watched as Jericho 
knelt in a corner away from the hustle and bustle of the 
locker room area, mentally preparing himself for the task 
at hand that night. As his silent meditation continued, | 
wondered if there were some thanks and praise being 
given for the opportunity he now enjoys. 

It was never about the money. WCW offered him a 
dump truck-full to stay and wallow in mediocrity. The 
World Wrestling Federation also will make Chris Jericho 
a very wealthy man. But you can’t put a price tag on 
satisfaction. The true value of the creative freedom Chris 
Jericho now enjoys is priceless. W
